The late hour of the New York's ar- 
rival at Plymouth saved many lives. 
She carried more than 60 travelers 
for London, but many of them elected 
to travel on comfortably to Southamp- 
ton in preference to the late landing 
at Plymouth and the long night across 
the country. 
If the New York had 
made a faster passage the 
sombre 
roster of the dead and Injured would 
have-been longer. 
The big' American 
line steamer reached Plymouth at 9.33 
o'clock Saturday night, and half an 
hour later there was a tender along- 
side to receive passengers for Eng- 
land. 


Speed a Mile a Minute. 


The train consisted of a powerful 
express engine, three first class cor- 
ridor coaches and one 
combination 
guards' van and buffet. 
The passen- 
gers were soon entrained, and at 11.30 
the express pulled out. It was given a 
clear track on the run of 230 miles to 
London, on which the express gener- 
ally maintains an average speed of a 
müe a minute. 
It ran on safely with- 
out incident until it entered the long 
railway yard at Salisbury, when the 
passengers noted that the coaches be- 
gan swaying from side to side. 
Sud- 
denly at the end of the long platform, 
when 
the 
track 
begins 
to 
curve 
towards the bridge spanning Fisher- 
ton street, the main avenue of the city, 
the engine seemed fairly to leap from 
the track. 
It swung across the ad- 
joining track with terrific force and 
destroyed the guards' van of a milk 
train that was slowly steaming In the 
opposite 
direction, 
killing a 
guard. 
Lurching 
forward, 
the 
locomotive 
plunged 
against the standards 
and 
girders of the bridge. 
The 
bridge 
withstood the Impact, and rebounding 
the engine crashed into another en- 
gine which was standing on a siding 
and overturned. 
The wreckage of the 
two engines Interlocked 
In a great 
broken mass of twisted steel and iron. 
Throughout the wild plunging of the 
engine. Driver Robins, whether alive 
or dead, remained In his cab. 
Hours 
afterward his charred body was found 
grilled over the firebox. 


The first coach shot over the engine 
and 
careened 
onward 
until it 
was 
hurled 
against 
the parapet of 
the 
bridge and smashed into fragments, 
killing or maiming almost every occu- 
pant. 
One man was shot through the 
window, cleared the parapet and fell 
to his death to the street below. 


The second coach lurched forward 
and rolled towards a stationary train 
and practically destroyed itself before 
its wild flight was ended. 


The third coach dashed forward with 
the rest, left tho rails and encountered 
gome obstruction, overturned m d col 
lapsed. 


The guard»' van and buffet, tho rear- 
ipost car of the train, was savAd bv 


woman v;as decapitated. 


The horror of the scene which pre- 
sented itself was intensified by fears 
of the added calamity of fire. Flames 
shot up from tho furnace of the over- 
turned engine and set fire to debris 
in the vicinity, and a considerable es- 
cape of gas from the reservoirs under- 
neath the train. 
Oflicials, however, 
with the greatest promptitude brought 
hose into play, checked the flames at 
the outset and turned off the gas. 


Rescue parties set at work 
imme- 
diately, but to Mttle purpose, and the 
Injured were forced to remain buried 
in the debris a long time. As the bodies 
of the dead were extricated they wer^^ 
laid in rows on the station platform 
awaiting identification. 
All the physicians in Salisbury were 


It was necessary to saw away parxs 
of the compaftnients of the railway 
coaches in order to release the surviv- 
ors and to secure the bodies of the 
dead. 


In one compartment all of the pas- 
sengers exccpt two were killed, and thf 
rescue of the survivors was exceeding- 
ly difilcult. 


Tho injured were later removed tc 
the Salisbury hospital, where the entire- 
staff, assisted by local volunteer sur- 
geons, attended them. 


Was the Train Racing? 


The cause of the accident is still Ir 
doubt. It is supposed that the wheels 
of the engine failed to take tho switch 
or that a wheel or axle broke. It is ex- 
pected that the inquest will bo opened 
today and a board of trade inquiry latei 
will fully Investigate, 


The train was regarded as having 
been light for high speed, but it is no- 
torious that trains always sway anc 
shako going at any speed over thif 
curve. Much criticism is likely to bf 
evoked by the fact that latterly then 
lias been sharp competition between the 
London Southwestern and the Greai 
Western lines, which are rivals for the 
traffic between London and Plymouth.

have-been longer. 
The big American 
line steamer reached Plymouth at 9.35 
o’clock Saturday night, and half an 
hour later there was a tender along 
side to receive passengers for Eng 
land. 


Speed a Mile a Minute. 


The train consisted of a powerful 
express engine, three first class cor 
ridor coaches and one combination 
guards* van and buffet. 
The passen 
gers were soon entrained, and at 11.30 
the express pulled out. It was given a 
clear track on the run of 230 miles to 
London, on which the express gener­ 
ally maintains an average speed of a 
mile a minute. It ran on safely with 
out incident until it entered the long 
railway yard at Salisbury, when the 
passengers noted that the coaches be 
gan swaying from side to side. 
Sud 
denly at the end of the long platform, 
when 
the 
track 
begins 
to 
curve 
towards the bridge spanning Fisher 
ton street, the main avenue of the city, 
the engine seemed fairly to leap from 
the track. 
It swung across the ad 
Joining track with terrific force and 
destroyed the guards' van of a milk 
train that was slowly steaming in the 
opposite direction, killing a guard. 
Lurching 
forward, 
the 
locomotive 
plunged against the standards and 
girders of the bridge. 
The bridge 
withstood the impact, and rebounding 
the engine crashed into another en 
gine which was standing on a siding 
and overturned. The wreckage of the 
two engines interlocked In a great 
broken mass of twisted steel and iron. 
Throughout the wild plunging of the 
engine, Driver Robins, whether alive 
or dead, remained in his cab, Hours 
afterward his charred body was found 
grilled over the firebox. 


The first coach shot over the engine 
and careened onward until it was 
hurled against the parapet of the 
bridge and smashed into fragments, 
killing or maiming almost every occu 
pant. One man was shot through the 
window, cleared the parapet and fell 
to his death to the street below. 


The second coach lurched forward 
and rolled towards a stationary train 
and practically destroyed itself before 
its wild flight was ended. 


The third coach dashed forward with 
the rest, left the rails and encountered 
some obstruction, overturned ajid col 
lapsed.

W ork of Rescue Difficult 


The darkness and incredible de* 
struction made the work of rescue ex­ 
ceedingly difficult. Lamps and torches 
were brought to light the desolate 
scene. The station was converted into 
a surgery and the platform was made 
a mortuary. 
Several of the dead and 
injured were imprisoned in compart­ 
ments and it was necessary to saw 
a’way the partitions in order to effect 
their release. Others were caught un* 
der heavy wreckage. 
Several of tho 
bodies were badly mangled and one 
! woman was decapitated. 


The horror of the scene which pre* 
sented itself was intensified by fears 
of the added calamity of fire. Flames 
shot up from the furnace of the over­ 
turned engine and set fire to debris 
in the vicinity, and a considerable es­ 
cape of gas from the reservoirs under­ 
neath the train. 
Officials, however, 
with the greatest promptitude brought 
hose into play, checked the flames at 
the outset and turned off the gas. 


Rescue parties set at work 
imme­ 
diately, but to little purpose, and the 
injured were forced to remain buried 
in the debris a long time. As the bodies 
of the dead were extricated they were 
laid in rows on the station platform 
awaiting identification.

Have been planted by the orchardittt 
and farmers of Oklahoma, write* the 
buthrie correspondent of the New York 
World, 
The people themselves do not yet 


realize how many they have planted, 


comparatively few of the trees bore 


until the past few years, every man 
h*.d kept on planting, and as the fruit 
trees that were bearing were young 
ind produced the minimum, amount of 
fruit the planting was still kept up and 
Is still being kept up. As two-thirds 
of these trees are now bearing, the crop 
this season Trill be something enor- 
mous. 
In the towns every residence lot has 


from six to two dozen fruit trees upon 
it, some of the to»rns being veritable 
orchards. 


During the past Jwo years many 


large " shipments of Oklahoma fruit 
were made to Northern markets, the 
Oklahoma Elberta peaches netting a 
dollar per bushel in any ciry in the 
United States. 
The most important 


shipment, made principally for adver- 
tising purposes, -was a car of peaches 
two years ago to London. England. A 
crate each was included for King Ed- 
ward and Joseph Choate, the American 
Ambassador. 


Many farmers have put from forty to 


sixty acres out to fruit Again there 
are farmers who have planted their 
entire homesteads of 100 acres to fruit 
trees and have bought out their neigh- 
bors in order to plant more trees. Two 
such men are Frank Householder, of 
Guthrie, and J. A. Taylor, of Wynne- 
wood. The latter has a farm of 30.000 
Elberta peach trees, the majority of 
which will bear this year for the first 
time. 
The farm home of Frank Household- 


er, just west of Guthrie, contains 200 
acres, of -which 110 acres are in 
orchard. He has 11,000 peach trees 
which will bear this year, which means 
estimated receipts from peaches alone 
of 512.000 to $15.000. at a total cost of 
gathering, packing and shipping of 
$2000. These 11,000 trees are thickly

As comparatively few of the trees bore 
until the past few years, every man 
hKd kept on planting, and as the fruit 
trees that were bearing were young 
and produced the minimum amount of 
fruit the planting was still kept up and 
is still being kept up. 
As two-thirds 
of these trees are now bearing, the crop 
this season will be something enor- 
mous. 


In the towns every residence lot has 
from six to two dozen fruit trees upon 
it. some of the towns being veritable 
orchards. 


During the past iwo years 
many 
large ' shipments 
of 
Oklahoma 
fruit 
were made to Nortliern markets, the 
Oklahoma Elberta peaches netting a 
dollar per bushel in any city in the 
United States. 
The most Important 
shipment, made principally for adver- 
tising purposes, was a car of peaches 
two years ago to London, England. 
A 
crate each w a s Included for King Ed- 
ward and Joseph Choate, the American 
Ambassador. 


Many farmers have put from forty to 
sixty acres out to fruit. 
Again there 
are farmers who have planted their 
entire homesteads of 160 acres to fruit 
trees and have bought out their neigh- 
bors in order to plant more trees. 
Two 
such men are Frank Householder, of 
Guthrie, and J, A. Taylor, of Wynne- 
wood. The latter has a farm of 30,000 
Elberta peach trees, the majority of 
which will bear this year for the first 
time. 


The farm home of Frank Household- 
er, just west of Guthrie, contains 200 
acres, of 
which 
110 
acres are in 
orchard. 
H e has 11,000 peach trees 
which will bear this year, -which means 
estimated receipts from peaches alone 
of $12,000 to $15.000, at a total cost of 
gathering, 
packing and 
shipping 
of 
?2000. 
These 11.000 trees are thickly 
covered now with little peaches. 


Householder never cultivates his pear 
trees, of which he has 700. While the 
rows of peach, apple and cherry trees 
are free from -weeds and 
carefully 
tended, the pear orchard has the ap- 
pearance of a young wilderness. House- 
holder explains that In Oklahoma cul- 
tivated pear trees are susceptible to 
the disease known as 
fire-blight. 
As a 
result of no cultivation his pear trees 
are healthy in appearance 
and 
are 
yielding well. 


a Is Householder's belief that no or- 
chard can be grown successfully with- 
out spraying. 
H e has his pump and 
barrels, and with these he travels here 
and there over the farm, spraying the 
various trees. 
H e sprays all the trees 
once before they leaf In the spring, in 
i^rdCcAa^-Tibwerlng, while tHe'^^^^JS 
are dropping off, so as to rid the trees 
of the codling moth. 
The first spray, 
according 
to 
Householder's 
calcula- 
tions, gets ninety per cent of the cod- 
ling, and the second finishes them.

Americftnt Are Paint Vutn^ 


Tt has been remarked that the Amcr» 
lean people consume more palut, both 
in the aggregate and per capita, tlian 
any other people In the world. 
In a 
recently published articio on the sub- 
ject it was 
figured 
that our 
yearly 
consumption is over 100,000.000 gallon» 
of paluts of all kinds, of which over 
one-half Is used in the paintings of 
houses. 


Tiie reason for this great oonsump- 
tion is twofold: a large proportion of 
our 
buildings, 
especially 
In 
small 
towns and rural 
districts, 
arc 
fon- 
structed of wood, and we. as a people, 
are given to neatuoFs and cieanlhioss. 
For,'take it all in all. there is nothiug 
so cleanly or so sanitary as paint. 


Travel where we will throughout the 
country, everywhere we find the neat, 
cheerful painted dwelling, proclaiming 
at once the prosperity and the self- 
respect of our population. 


I^Mfty years ago tills was not so; 
painted dwellings, while common 
in 
the larger cities and towns, were the 
exception in the rural districts; be- 
cause. on the one hand, a largo pro- 
portion of those buildings were tem- 
porary makeshifts, and, on the other 
hand, because paint was then a luxury, 
oxpeuPive and difficult to obtain in the 
oul-of-the-way places, 
and 
requiring 
special knowledge and much prepara- 
tion to fit it for use. 


The introduction of ready mixed or 
prepared paints, about ISliO, chauged 
the entire aspect of affairs. 
As the 
.7ack-of-all-trades 
told 
the 
Waliiing 
Delegate in one of Octave 
Thanet's 
stories "Any one can slather paint." 
The 
Insurmountable 
ditiiculty 
with 
our prcilecessors was to get the paint 
ready for "slathering." 
That the coun- 
try was ready for paint in a convenient» 
popular form is shown by the imme- 
diate success of the industry and its 
phenomenal growth in fifty years from 
nothing to 00,000.000 gallons—the esti- 
mated output for 1000. 


Some pretty severe things have been 
written about and said against thi» 
class of paints, especially by painters 
and manufacturers of cerlaiu kinds of 
paste paints. 
Doubtless in many in- 
stances these strict jres have been jus- 
tified and some fearfully and wonder- 
fully constructed mixtures have in the 
past been worked off on the guileless 
consumer in the shape of 
prepared 
paint. 
But such products have had 
their 
short day 
and 
quickly 
disap- 
peared, and the too enterprising man- 
ufacturers that produced them 
have 
come 
to 
grief 
in 
the 
bankruptcy 
courts or have learned by costly ex- 
perience that honesty Is the best poi- 
U'y and Lave reformed their ways. 


The chief exceptions to this lule are 
some mail order houses who sell direct 
to the country trade, at a very low 
price—frequently below the wholesale 
price of linseed oil. The buyer of sucli 
goods. like the buyer of a "gold brick."^ 
has only himself to blame If he fin.:^ 
his purchase worthless 
With 
gold 
selling at any bank or mint at a fixed 
price owners of gold do not sell it at 
a discount; and with linseed oil quoted 
everywhere at fifty to seventy cents a 
gallon, manufacturéis do not sell a 
pure linseed oil paint at thirty or forty 
cents a gallon. 


The composition of prepared paint» 
differs because paint experts l.ave not 
yet agreed as to th^ best 
pigmen:s 
and because the uailr results of test» 
provmg tlie formulas of manufactur- 
ers; but all have come to the conclu- 
sion that the essentials of good paint 
are pure linseed oil, fine griuiing and 
thorough Incorporation, and In these 
particulars fll the producís of repu- 
table 
manufacturers 
correspond; 
all 
first 
class prepared paints are 
thor- 
oughly mixed and ground and the liq- 
uid base Is almost exclusively 
pure 
linseed 
oil, 
the 
necessary 
volatile 
'^thinners" and Japan dryers. 


The painter's opposition to such pro- 
ducts is based largely on self-interest. 
He w a n t , to mix the paint himself 
and to be paid for doing it; r.nd to a 
certain class of painters it Is no rec- 
ommendation for a paint to say that it 
will last five or ten years. 
The longer 
a paint lasts the longer he will have 
to wait for the job of repainting. The 
latter consideration has no weight with 
the consumer, and the former Is a 
false idea of economy. 
Hand 
labor 
can never be as cheap or as efficient 
as machine work, and every time the 
painter mixes paint, did he but know- 
it. he Is losing money, because he can 
buy a better paint than ho can mix 
at less than it costs him to mix it. 


Prepared paints have won. not only 
on their actual merits, but on their 
convenience and economy. 
They are 
comparatively cheap, and they are in- 
comparably handy. 
But when all 1» 
said, the experienced painter is the 
proper person to apply even a ready 
mixed paint. 
He knows better than 
any one else the "when" and "how"" 
and the difference between 
painting 
and "slathering" is much greater than 
it appears to a novice. 
ICvery one to 
his trade, and after all painting is tho 
painter's trade and not the household- 
er'a»

The Health Department in its weekly 
bulletin urges that the anti-toxin treat­ 
ment for Fourth of July tetanus vic­ 
tims be not neglected. 
Quoting an 
Eastern medical journal to the effect 
that not a single blank cartridge wound 
treated with anti-toxin injection has 
been known to develop lockjaw, the 
department insists that with such a 
valuable remedy available every effort 
should be made to use it in all cases of 
wounds of the dangerous class on the 
Fourth. 


That is excellent advice and It is to 
be hoped that parents and doctors 
alike will heed it. 
But there is even 
better advice than this to be given. 
There is an even better anti-toxin 
against Fourth of July deaths than the 
doctors use. 
It consists in repeated 
applications of strict law enforcement, 
both before the Fourth and upon the 
Fourth. 


Toy pistols, all kinds of blank car­ 
tridges and dynamite crackers are the 
most active agents in the production 
of lockjaw. 
The sale of toy pistols to 
minors is forbidden. The less danger­ 
ous explosives are permitted only upon 
the Fourth, but not before it. 


If the ordinances aue strictly en­ 
forced we may pass through the cele­ 
bration this year without the sacrifice 
of a single victim to the Fourth of 
July lockjaw. 
The next two weeks 
should be a period of steady applica­ 
tion of the variety of anti-toxin * hich 
the Police Department makes it# spe- 
ci a 1 ty.—Clilca go 11 ecord-Iiera fd. 


A 30,000 PEACH TREE FARM. 


O klahom a Abound* in O rchanla—F ru it 
G row ing ii th e P o p u la r Industry» 


Something over 30,000,000 fruit trees 
have been planted by the orcbardists 
find farmers of Oklahoma, writes the 
Guthrie correspondent of the New York 
World. 


The people themselves do not yet 
tealize how many they have planted. 
As comparatively few of the trees bore 
until the past few years, every man 
h*d kept on planting, and as the fruit 
trees that were bearing were young 
and produced the minimum, amount of 
fruit the planting was still kept up and 
is still being kept up. 
As two-thirds 
of these trees are now bearing, the crop 
this season will be something enor­ 
mous. 


In the towns every residence lot has 
from six to two dozen fruit trees upon 
it, some of the towns being veritable 
orchards. 


During the past ¿wo years many 
large * shipments of Oklahoma fruit 
were made to Northern markets, the 
Oklahoma Elberta peaches netting a 
dollar per bushel in any city in the 
United States. 
The most important 
shipment, made principally for adver­ 
tising purposes, was a car of peaches 
two years ago to London, England. A 
crate each w as included for King Ed­ 
ward and Joseph Choate, the American 
Ambassador. 


Many farmers have put from forty to 
sixty acres out to fruit. 
Again there 
are farmers who have planted their 
entire homesteads of 160 acres to fruit 
trees and have bought out their neigh­ 
bors in order to plant more trees. Two 
such men are Frank Householder, of 
Guthrie, and J, A, Taylor, of Wynne- 
wood. The latter has a farm of 30,000 
Elberta peach trees, the majority ofc 
which will bear this year for the first 
time. 


The farm home of Frank Household­ 
er, just west of Guthrie, contains 200 
acres, of 
which 
110 
acres are in 
orchard. 
He has 11,000 peach trees 
which will bear this year, which means 
estimated receipts from peaches alone 
of $12.000 to $15,000, at a total cost of 
gathering, packing and shipping of 
$2000. 
These 11,000 trees are thickly 
covered now with little peaches. 


Householder never cultivates his pear 
trees, of which he has 700. While the 
rows of peach, apple and cherry trees 
are free from weeds and carefully 
tended, the pear orchard has the ap­ 
pearance of a young wilderness. House­ 
holder explains that in Oklahoma cul­ 
tivated pear trees are susceptible to 
the disease known as fire-blight. As a 
result of no cultivation his pear trees 
are healthy in appearance and are 
yielding well. 


ft is Householder’s belief that no or­ 
chard can be grown successfully with­ 
out spraying. 
He has his pump and 
barrels, and with these he travels here 
and there over the farm, spraying the 
various trees. He sprays all the trees 
once before they leaf in the spring, in 
t f r d n o w e r i ng,~ while tlnf* 
are dropping off, so as to rid the trees 
of the codling moth. 
The first spray, 
according to Householder’s calcula­ 
tions, gets ninety per cent, of the cod­ 
ling, and the second finishes them.

'Sew Source of Alcohol. 


Consul Hunt, of Tama ta ve, says that 
ft recent number of the Bulletin Econo­ 
mique (Madagascar) reports that prac­ 
tical experiments made for the manu* 
facture of alcohol from the manioc' 
root (jutropha manihot) have given 
promising results. 
From a sample 
(quantity not stated) of absolutely dry 
manioc root was produced [>5.5 per cent, 
of sugar. This large percentage, which 
varies according to the degree of arid­ 
ity of the manioc, has naturally at­ 
tracted the attention of distillers. 
In 
commercial 
experiments 
from 
22C 
pounds of manioc root about 10 to 13 
gallons of crude alcohol were produced. 
Consequently, by reason of its low 
price, several large Paris distillers have 
adopted the use of manioc In their dis­ 
tilleries. 
Manioc root is already used 
extensively by starch iind glucose man­ 
ufacturers and furnishes food for both 
man and beast; therefore, this new use 
of it for manufacturing alcohol bids 
fair to place it in the front rank of 
colonial products.” 


Americans Are Paint t i m , 


It has been remarked that the Amef* 
lean people consume more paiut, both 
in the aggregate and per capita, than 
any other people In the world. 
In a 
recently published articlo on the sub­ 
ject it was figured that our yearly 
consumption is over 100,000,000 gallon» 
of paints of all kinds, of which over 
one-ha If is used in the paintings of 
houses, 


The reason for this great consump­ 
tion is twofold: a large proportion of 
our 
buildings, 
especially 
in 
small 
towns and rural districts, are con­ 
structed of wood, and we, as a people, 
are given to neatness and cleanliness. 
For/ take it all in all, there is notliiug 
so cleanly or so sanitary as paint. 


Travel where we will throughout the 
country, everywhere we find the neat, 
cheerful painted dwelling, proclaiming 
at once the prosperity and the self- 
respect of our population. 


Fifty years ago this was not so; 
painted dwellings, while common in 
the larger cities and towns, were the 
exception in the rural districts; be­ 
cause, on the one hand, a large pro­ 
portion of those buildings were tem­ 
porary makeshifts, and, on the other 
hand, because paint was then a luxury, 
expensive and difficult to obtain in the 
out-of-the-way places, and requiring 
special knowledge and much prepara­ 
tion to fit it for use. 


The introduction of ready mixed or 
prepared paints, about 1H(»0, changed 
the entire aspect of affairs. 
As the 
Jack-of-a 11-trades 
told 
the Walking 
Delegate in one of Octavc Tlianet’s 
stories “Any one can slather paint.” 
The insurmountable difficulty 
with 
our predecessors was to get the paint 
ready for “slathering.” That the coun­ 
try was ready for paint in a convenient, 
popular form is shown by the imme­ 
diate success of the industry and its 
phenomenal growth in fifty years from 
nothing to GO,000,000 gallons—the esti­ 
mated output for 1000. 


Some pretty severe things have been 
written about and said against this 
class of paints, especially by painters 
and manufacturers of ceriaiu kinds of 
paste paints. 
DoubJess in many in­ 
stances these strict ares have been jus­ 
tified and some fearfully and wonder­ 
fully constructed mixtures have in the 
past been worked off on the guileless 
consumer in the shape of prepared 
paint. 
But such products have had 
their short day and quickly disap­ 
peared, and ‘the too enterprising man­ 
ufacturers that produced them have 
come 
to 
grief 
in 
the bankruptcy 
courts or have learnel by costly ex­ 
perience that honesty Is the best pol­ 
icy and Lave reformed their ways. 


The chief exceptions to this lule are 
gome mail order houses who sell direct 
to the country trade, at a very low 
price—frequently below the wholesale 
price of linseed oil. The buyer of such 
L* 19 
goods, like the buyer of a “gold brick 
has only himself to blame if be fimi* 
his purchase worthless 
With gold 
selling at any bank or mint at a fixed 
price ownors of gold do not sell it at 
a discount; and with linseed oil quoted 
everywhere at fifty to seventy cents a 
gallon, manufacturéis do not sell ft 
pure linseed oil paint at thirty or forty 
cents a gallon. 


The composition of prepared paint» 
differs because paint experts Lave not 
yet agreed as to th % best pigmems 
and because the aailr results of test» 
.on 
or*n la 
inx- 
proving tue formulas of manufactur­ 
ers; but all have come to the conclu­ 
sion that the essentials of good paint 
are pure linseed oil, fine grinding and 
thorough incorporation, and in these 
particulars r 11 the products of repu­ 
table manufacturers correspond; all 
first class prepared paints are thor­ 
oughly mixed and ground and the liq­ 
uid base is almost exclusively pure 
linseed 
oil, 
the 
necessary 
volatile 
“thinners” and Japan dryers. 


The painter's opposition to such pro­ 
ducts is based largely on self-interest. 
He w ant, to mix the paint himself 
and to be paid for doing it; and to a 
certain class of painters it is no rec­ 
ommendation for a paint to say that it 
will last five or ten years. The longer 
a paint lasts the longer he will have 
to wait for the job of repainting. The 
latter consideration has no weight with 
the consumer, and the former is a 
false idea of economy. 
Hand labor 
can never be as cheap or as efficient 
as machine work, and every time the 
painter mixes paint, did he but know 
it, he is losing money, because he can 
buy a better paint than he can mix 
at less than it costs him to mix it, 
Prepared paints have won, not only 
on their actual merits, but on their 
convenience and economy. 
They are 
comparatively cheap, and they are In­ 
comparably handy. 
But when all 1» 
said, the experienced painter is the 
proper person to apply even a ready 
mixed paint. 
He knows better than 
any one else the “when” and “how” 
and the difference between painting 
and “slathering” is much greater than 
it appears to a novice. 
Every one to 
his trade, and after all painting is the 
painter’s trade and not the household­ 
er*«*

The children got out safely to the 
yard, where they found George Ander­ 
son, the janitor. They told him their 
teacher was in the class room holding 
a mad dog. 


The schoolyard is surrounded by a 
board fence and has no gate to it, 
One by one the janitor lifted those who 
could not climb over into an open lot. 
After he had them to a place of safety 
he ran to the school room, where Miss 
Donohue held the dog at bay. 


Policeman Wertb, who was patrol­ 
ling his beat along Lord avenue, was 
attracted by the screaming of the chil­ 
dren and came running to the school. 
The children informed him that a mad 
dog was in the school room. 


He ran to the room and found Miss 
Donohue close to the dog.

THE LATE VERY REV. PIUS P. HEMLER. 


Death of Rev. Father Hetnler. 


• Death closed the earthly career of Very 
Reverend Pios Peter Heinler, the beloved 
rector of SL Mary's Catholic Church, Me- 
Sherrystown, Friday, June 29th, at 2:50 
o'clock, p. m. At the bedside of the dy- 
ing priest were Bishop Shanahan, of the 
Harrisbnrg diocese: Key. Edward J. Me- 
Clary,assistant rector of St Mary's Church; 
a sister; his brother, Lewis Hemler, and 
a nephevr, Charles Hemler. 


Father Hemler had been ill with con- 


sumption for about a year and in an effort 
to stay the ravages of the disease he \vas 
removed April 30th to his former home 
near Emmitsburg. He continued to grow 
Bteadily weaker and at his own request he 
was brought to St. Mary's rectory, last 
Monday, June 25th, when death peaceful- 
ly relieved his sufferings on Friday. He 
was aged 47 years, '2 months and 21 daye. 


Deceased is survived by four brothers > 


Samuel, John and Frank Hemler, of Thur- 


ceremonies w ere held in St. Mary church, 
which could not hold the parishioners 
and friends who came to pay their re- 
spects to the beloved memory of their de- 
ceased confessor and friend. Fully 1500 
people crowded into the auditorium, 
while manv more n ere unable to gain an 
entrance. 


At 10 a. m. the prelates, priests of the 


diocese and visiting priests, 30 in number, 
occupied the chancel, whereupon the Di- 
vine Office was recited, all the priests tak- 
ing part.

Rev. Father Hemler was the Rural 


Dean of the District of Adams county, and 
was widely and favorably known through- 
out this section. 


Rev. Father Hemler was a son of the 


late David and Susanna (Smith) Hemler. 
The ancestors of both families were old 
Conewago settlers, and they are buried at 
Conewago Chapel. He was born April S, 
1859, in Straban township, on the old 
John Miller farm along the Gettysburg 
'pike, near Gulden's Station, and was bap* 
tified at Gettysburg by Rev. Basil Shorb. 
After the death of his mother, in 1SG3, 
the family moved to Trevanian Mills, be- 
low Taneytown, Md., where the son at- 
tended catechism and school under Rev 
John Gloyd. Afterwards they moved to 
near Ernmitsbarg, where his father died 
in 1887. 


Rev. Hemler was educated for the

The handsome new St. Mary's Church,

THE LATE VERY REV. PIUS P. HEMLER. 


D e a th of Rev. F ath er Hcm lcr. 


Death closed the earthly career of Very 
Reverend Pius Peter Hemler, the beloved 
rector of St. Mary’s Catholic Church, Mc- 
feherrystown, Friday* Juno 29th, at 2:50 
o’clock, p. in. 
At the bedside of the dy- 
ing priest were Bishop Shanahan, of -he 
Harrisburg diocese ; Rey. Edward J. Me- 
Clary »assistant rector of St. Mary’sChurch; 
a sister ; his brother, Lewis Hemler, and 
a nephew, Charles Hemler. 


Father Hemler had been ill with con­ 
sumption for about a year and in an effort 
to stay the ravages of the disease he was 
removed April 30th to his former home 
near Emmitsburg. He continued to grow 
steadily weaker and at his own request he 
was brought to St. Mary’s rectory, last 
Monday, June 25th, when death peaceful- 
. 
ly relieved his sufferings on Friday, 
He

was aged 47 years, 2 months and 21 days. 


Deceased is survived by four brothers■ 
Samuel, John and Frank Hemler, of Thur-

Rev. Father Hemler was the Rural 
Dean of the District of Adams county, and 
was widely and favorably known through­ 
out this section. 


Rev, Father Hemler was a son of the 
late David and Susanna (Smith) Hemler. 
The ancestors of both families were old 
Conewago settlers, and they are buried at 
Conewago Chapel. He was born April 8, 
1859, in Straban township, on the old 
John Miller farm along the Gettysburg 
’pike, near Gulden’s Station, and was bap­ 
tised at Gettysburg by Rev. Basil Shorb. 
After the death of his mother, in 1803, 
the family moved to Trevanian Mills, be­ 
low Taneytown, Md., where tho son at­ 
tended catechism and school under Rev 
John Gloyd. Afterwards they moved to 
near Emmitsburg, where his father died 
in 1887. 


Rev. Hemler was educated for the 
priesthood at Mt. St. Mary’s College, Em- 
xnitsburg, studied theology under that 
veteran master of novices, Rev. Edward 
McSweeney, and was ordained there Octo­ 
ber 5, 1888, by Bishop McGovern. 
His 
first mission was as assistant at Chambers- 
burg, where he remained two years, then 
at Lebanon, and in 1890 was appointed 
rector o f the Immaculate Conception 
Charge, this place, and was the first priest 
stationed here. 
Father Hemler remain­ 
ed here until 1898 when he was transfer­ 
red by the Bishop to the McSherrystown 
. Charge. 
During bis 6tay hero he had 
erected the original brick rectory, enlarg­ 
ed the old church building, and built the 
brick scool building on Golden Lane be­ 
sides making other improvements. 
Fath­ 
er Hemler was not only beloved by his 
people in this parish but w as held in the 
highest esteem by all who knew him, and 
the news of his death came as a blow to 
many. 


The handsome new St, Mary's Church, 


6n Third street, McSherrystown, built in 
1900, will stand as a monument to the in­ 
defatigable zeal and devotion of Father 
Hemler, who superintended its erection. 
The edifice, w?hich is one of the largest 
and most beautiful churches in Southern 
Pennsylvania, at a cost of $53,000. 


Father Hemler at the end of his labors 
was a saintly man—a man of the people— 
one of them. 
Moderate in all things, 
earnest in ail good works, an instructor of 
the people, always explaining the teach­ 
ings of the church; an able defender of 
the priesthood, a worthy upholder of its 
dignity. A man without an enem y; men 
of all sects and beliefs were his friends. 


W ith ceremonies befitting the office of 
the priesthood, which he graced during 
his iiie, the last sad rites were inform ed 
over the silent form of Very Rev. Pius 
J e te r Hemler, Tuesday morning. 
The 


ceremonies were held in St. Mary church, 
which could not hold the parishioners 
and friends who came to pay their re­ 
spects to the beloved memory of their de­ 
ceased confessor and friend. 
Fully 1500 
people crowded into the auditorium, 
while many more were unable to gain an 
entrance. 


At 10 a. in. the prelates, priests of the 
diocese and visiting priests, 30 in number, 
occupied the chancel, whereupon the Di­ 
vine Office was recited, all the priests tak­ 
ing part. 
The body of Father Hemler, 
clothed in priestly vestments and mitre, 
with golden chalice in hand, reposed in a 
couch casket before the altar, draped in 
black, just without the chancel rail. 
A 
High Mass of Requiem followed the ser­ 
vice of the Divine Office, Rev. Germanus 
Kohl, of Littlestown, being the celebrant; 
Rev. J. II. Huber of Hanover, deacon, 
Rev. Fr. Galligan sub-deacon, and Rev. 
Fr, Hollern of York, Master of Ceremo­ 
nies. 
* 
. 
w h o most elo­ 


quently paid a glowing tribute to the life 
and noble character of Father Ilemler. 
The speaker told of the call to the priest­ 
hood received by the deceased twenty- 
five years ago, when as a boy, he follow­ 
ed the plow on the mountain side across 
the border in Maryland ; of his Seminar)1 
days, the devotion to his calling during 
the period of 18 years of his ministry—a 
glorious life and a glorious death. 


At the close of the sermon, the absolu­ 
tion of the body was pronounced by Right 
Rev. J. W. Shanahan, Bishop of the Har­ 
risburg diocese. 
Bishop Shanahan then 
spoke in part as follows: “ You offer a 
most beautiful tribute to the memory of a 
beloved pastor, I feel in his death a per­ 
sonal loss. 
Father Hemler was one of 
yourselves. 
He was ever sympathetic 
and a thoroughly devoted man. 
lie per­ 
formed not his labors for any sordid ends. 
He entered not the priesthood in order to 
enrich himself. lie loved not money, but 
thoroughly despised it. 
So he died poor, 


as he had lived. He entered not upon his 
holy calling because of a life of ease, nor 
to follow*n life of pleasure. 
For he was 
ever zealous, always ready at beck and 
call; instant in season, out of season to 
labor for welfare of Jail, whether they 
were rich or poor.] ¡lie was also a thor­ 
oughly honest man andja faithful pastor 
among you. ~ Three striking characteris­ 
tics marked him—disinterestedness, hon­ 
esty, piety.] | His life was an open book, 
that any one can read.” 


Assistant rector E. J. McClary then 
invited the congregation to view the re­ 
mains, after which the march to the new 
St. Mary’s Cemetery was commenced. 
Tho body was conveyed in the hearse, 
while the mourners and others followed 
on foot, headed by the priests and aco­ 
lytes. 
In the funeral procession were 
200 members of the Sodality of St. Mary’s 
Church, dressed in white, with black 
bows on left arm ; several hundred mem­ 
bers of the Holy Name Society, Knights 
of Columbus,Catholic Benevolent Legion 
and school children of tho parish. The 
body was consigned to the grave in the 
new cemetery by Bishop Shanahan. 


The pall bearers were Hon. C. D. Smith, 
Dr. A. C. Rice, John A. Poist, Albert J. 
Brady, Clement Sneeringer and Augustus 
Eckenrode. 
The floral tributes were 
numerous and handsome and covered the 
grave.

Serious Accident. 


Hanover, June 29.—»An accident result- 
ing in the death of a valuable horse occur- 
red last night a short distance west of 
Smith's Station. In addition to the death 
of the horse, four young men from Han- 
over in a wagon to which the horse was 
attached were more or less severely bruis- 
ed. 
Messrs. Eugene Haas. Charles E. Bowers, 
0. F. Wolford and Earl Nickoy,ihad gone 
to Porter*soarly in the evening for a few 
hours' fishing in the creek near that placo. 
About 10:30 o'clock p. m. they starteli on 
the homeward trip in a \vagon drawn by 
a valuable young horse owned by H. A. 
Haas, which Mr. Hans purchased only a 
short time ago. 
All went well until 
Smith's Station was reached, when a W. 
M. freight train, headed for Hanover, 
Ciime along. The i)arty in the wagon, 
driving along the road close to the tracks, 
took precautions to safeguard the team, 
but when a liorcc blast from the engine 
whistle belched forth, the horse becamo 
uncontrollable and ran away. Mr. Haas, 
who held the lines endeavored to make a 
short turn, when tuo wagon was upset, 
throwing all four into the road, but no one 
was injured beyond painful bruises. The 
horse, however, lay Hat on its side, with 
the wagon, which was not much damaged, 
partly on top of him. Investigation dis- 
closed that the left front leg of the animal 
was badly fractured. John Hartman, re- 
siding close to the point where the acci- 
dent occurred, was arroused, and brought 
JNIr. Wolford to the oflice of Dr. R. T. 
Älumma, in Hanover, who returned with 
them and Mr. H, A. Haas to the spot. 
Dr. Mumma, after an examination, found 
the horse's injuries so severe that he pat 
the animal out of its misery. The entire 
party reached Hanover about 4 o'clock 
this morning, leaving the dead horse and 
the wagon lying aside of the road. The 
four young men, all employes of the Re- 
cord-Herald otlice, consider their escape 
from serious injury a miracle.

Serious Accident.

Tho party in tho wagon, 
driving along the road close to the tracks, 
took precautions to safeguard tho team, 
but when a fierce blast from the engino 
whistle belched forth, tho horse became 
uncontrollable and ran away. 
Mr. Haas, 
who held the lines endeavored to make a 
short turn, when hto wagon was upset, 
throwing all four into the road, but no one 
was injured beyond painful bruises. The 
horse, howover, lay Hat on its side, with 
the wagon, which was not much damaged, 
partly on top of him. Investigation dis­ 
closed that the left front leg of the animal 
was badly fractured. 
John Hartman, re­ 
siding close to the point where the acci­ 
dent occurred, was arroused, and brought 
Mr. Wolford to tho office of Dr. 11. T. 
Mu mm a, in Hanover, who returned with 
them and Mr. II. A. Haas to the spot. 
Dr. Mumma, after an examination, found 
the horse’s injuries so severe that he put 
the animal out of its misery. The entire 
party reached Hanover about 4 o’clock 
this morning, leaving the dead horse and 
the wagon lying aside of tho road. The 
four young men, all employes of the Re- 
cord-Herald office, consider their escape 
from serious injury a miracle.

SOME SIMPLE STRENGTH TESTS. 


Here are a few strength tests which 


are very simple and are lots of fun. 
You will be surprised at the results, 
for it will not always be the largest 
boy of a crowd who will win the con- 
tests. 


Two boys sit facing each other on op- 


posite sides of a small table and. rest- 
ing their right forearms and wrists on 
the table, place the insides of their 
fingers together. Each boy. while 
keeping the lower edge of his hand 
against the table, tries to turn over his 
opponent's hand; that is. forces it to 
lie back on the table. This is really a 
test of the forearm as well as the wrist 


Test No. 2 calls for much the same 


position except that the backs of the 
hands are-placed together, the fingers 
on one band reaching down to the wrist 
on ti,d other. Then each opponent tries 
to bend inward the other's wrist This 
is entirely a wrist test, and the results 
will often surprise you. The third test 
calls for the same position, except that 
the fingers are closed, all but tbe first 
or index; finger. The first fingers are 
placed together, back to back, each 
fellow's object being to force his oppo- 
nent's finger to "shut;" that is. to 
close in the palm of the hand.—Good 
Literature.

SOME SIMPLE STRENGTH TESTS. 


Here are a few strength tests which 
are very simple and are lots of fun.

Two boys sit facing each other on op- 
posite sides of a small table and, rest- 
ing their right forearms and wrists on 
the table, place the insides of their

opponent's hand; that is, forces it to 
lie back on the table. This is really a 
test of the forearm as well as the wrist. 


Test No. 2 calls for much the same 
position except that the backs of the 
hands are placed together, the finger» 
on one hand reaching down to the wrist 
on the other. Then each opponent tries 
to bend inward tho other's wrist. 
This 
is entirely a wVist test, and the results 
will often surprise you. The third test 
calls for the same position, except that 
the fingers are closed, all but tho first 
or index finger. The first fingers are 
placed together, back to back, each 
fellow's object being to force his oppo- 
nent's 
finger 
to "shut;" that is, to 
close in the palm of the hand.—Good 
Literature.

The 
primary object is said to be to find out 
means for securing the shipment of 
raw cotton to Japan from ports in 
which the plague does not exist. 


Deficient hearing is regarded by Dr.

The construction which seems to 
have passed through the earthquake 
at San Francisco with the least dam­ 
age is concrete reenforced by steel 
wire.

Longest of Steel Ropes, 


In a short time Calumet may just­ 
ly claim to have the largest steel wire 
rope in the world. The new rope will 
be used in the No. 4 shaft of the Cal­ 
umet branch of the mine. 
The rope 
will have a length of 9,500 feet, which 
is not quite two miles in length. The 
diameter of this cable is 1% inches, 
which is somewhat heavier than the 
ordinary rope which is used in the 
mine work. 
At the present time the 
Calumet and Hecla had some cables 
which equal the one to be secured in 
length, but they are not as heavy as 
the new steel rope. 
It can be safely 
said that the new rope will be the 
longest of this character and thickness 
in the world.—Detroit Free Press.

Chocolate Fudge—One pint of light 
brown sugar, one-half cup of chocolate, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one cup 
of sweet milk. Put this on in a gran­ 
ite pan and stir while cooking. Try by 
taking a little in a saucer and stirring 
rapidly; if it thickens well it is done 
and should be taken from the stove 
and stirred rapidly until it is of the 
consistency 
of 
thick cream. 
Pour 
quickly into a pan and cut into squares 
before it hardens. 


Almond Pudding—Blanch and beat to 
a paste four ounces of sweet almonds 
and six bitter ones, adding a little rose 
water to prevent oiling. 
Add a few 
lumps of loaf sugar, which have been 
well rubbed on the rind of a lemon, a 
piece of butter, the size of an egg, pre­ 
viously melted in a glass of warm 
cream, five eggs well beaten, and a lit­ 
tle grated nutmeg. 
Put the mixture 
into a buttered pie-dish or in buttered 
euns; bake in a moderate oven for half 
an hour and serve with sweet sauce. 


Pineapple

With 
Orange 
Sauce—Make a batter of one cup of 
milk, a heaping cupful of flour in 
which lias been sifted a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, five eggs, the yolks and 
whites beaten separately, two-thirds of 
a cupful of dried bread crumbs and 
one cupful of chopped pineapple. Pour 
into a well-buttered mold and steam for 
three hours. »Sauce—Beat the yolks of

Thunderstorms, Hail, Tornadoes 


And Water Spouts, for July. 


Rev* Irl Hicke makes these predictions 
for the month of July : 


A regular storm period is central on 
July 5th, having for its disturbing causes 
the equinoxes of Vulcan» Mercury, Venus, 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn, with the Moon 
in opposition, in perigee and at extreme 
south declination. Any one can of course, 
“predict warm weather for July,” so we 
predict that an excessively warm wavc 
will pass over this country generally, and 
over other counties as well, during the 
first ten days of the month. This condi­ 
tion will increase in area and intensity as 
it moves east reaching a crisis irom the 
4th to the 7th. The astronomic condi­ 
tions, on and torching Wednesday the 
4th to Sunday the 8th, indicate disturb­ 
ances of more than ordinary violence. 


Terrific electrical disturbances, with 
heavy, tornadic storms over central to 
northwesterly regions, will be perfectly 
natural. 
If severe and general thunder 
storms do not relieve the electric and mag­ 
netic strain, about the 4th to the 7th the 
high temperature will increase to phenom- 
inal readings and be followed by seismic 
and kindred perturbations over our own 
and other quarters of the planet. 
Norm­ 
ally, heavy rain, hail and thunder storms 
should occur from the 4th to the 7tli and 
be followed by almost unseasonable change 
to cooler. 
This is a time when the local 
“cloud-bursts and water spouts” are to be 
apprehended, even though unabated heat 
and drought prevail over near by sections. 
By this time also, the flood of waters from 
June precipitation will be working into 
central and southern rivers/ 


A reactionary storm period is central on 
the 10th, 11th and 12th. 
The crisis of 
this period will fall on and touching 
Thursday the 12th. 
On this date the 
moon crosses the celestial equator, com­ 
ing northward. This fact will add to the 
probabilities of very high temperature, 
low barometer and thunder storms on and 
next to the 12th. The Venus period ex­ 
tends up to about the 25th, so that the ex­ 
tremes are liable to characterize the storms 
and weather changes at all July storm 
periods up to that time. 


A regular storm period covers the 15th 
to 19th, central on the 17th. 
Notwith­ 
standing "anybody can predict that it 
will be warm in July,” we predict that it 
will be warmer at some times than at oth­ 
ers, and that this period—the 15th to 19th, 
will lead up to one of July's warmest pe­ 
riods. 


More thunder storms and local cloud­ 
bursts are probable about the 17th to the 
19th. 
A Venus revulsion to very cool 
might be normally expected immediately 
after these thunderstorms, but for the fact 
that the new moon, at a solar eclipse node, 
falls on the 21st. 
This fact calls for pro­ 
longed high temperature low barometer 
and threatening, if not stormy conditions, 
over the 21st and into the next storm pe- 


• riod. 
A reactionary ?torm period is Cfeii- 
tral on the 22nd and 23rd, in which etorms 
and seismic disturbances will be rexx>rted 
from wide extremes of the globe. 


Within sixty hours of 6 o’clock, p. in* 
on the 21st, earthquake and volcanic per 
turbations will reach a maximum tenden­ 
cy in most countries common to them. 
Change in rising barometer and some cool­ 
er will follow the reactionary disturbanc­ 
es for two or three days—say from the 
23rd to 25th progressively from west to* 
east. 


A regular storm period runs from the 
26th to 30th, being central 011 the 28th.. 
Hence as early as the 25th, the last storm 
period in July will show decided indica- 
tions of approaching summer storms. Dur-i
